THE CODE OF CIVIL PROCEDURE (AMENDMENT) ACT, 

1976 
No. 104 OF 1976 

[9th September, 1976. ] 
An Act further to amend the Code of Civil Procedure , 1908, and the 

Limitation Act, 1963. 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty - seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. ( 1) This Act may be called the Code of Civil Procedure ( Amend 
ment) Act, 1976 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may , by notification in the Official Gazette , appoint, and different dates 
may be appointed for different provisions of this Act, and any reference 
in any provision to the commencement of this Act or to the commencement 
of the Code of Civil Procedure (Amendment) Act, 1976 , as the case may 
be, shall be construed as a reference to the coming into force of that 
provision , 
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CHAPTER II 

AMENDMENT OF THE SECTIONS 
2. In the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (hereinafter referred to as 
the principal Act ), in section 1, for sub -section (3 ) , the following sub 
sections shall be substituted , namely :-- 

(3 ) It extends to the whole of India except 

(a ) the State of Jammu and Kashmir ;

Provided that the State Government concerned may , by

(4 ) In relation to the Amindivi Islands, and the East Godavari, 
West Godavari and Visakhapatnam Agencies in the State of Andhra 
Pradesh and the Union territory of Lakshadweep , the application of 
this Code shall be without prejudice to the application of any rule or 
regulation for the time being in force in such Islands, Agencies or 
such Union territory , as the case may be, relating to the application 
of this Code. .
